• California State of Emergency Proclamation 

On March 4, 2020, Governor Gavin Newsom declared a State of Emergency for California, as 

a result of the global COVID-19 outbreak that began in December 2019, to make additional 

resources available, formalize emergency actions already underway across multiple state 

agencies and departments, and help the State prepare for broader spread of COVID-19. 

• Global Health Advisory 

On August 6, 2020, in close coordination with the U.S. Centers for Disease Control and 

Prevention (CDC), the Department of State lifted the Global Level 4 Health Advisory.  The 

Global Advisory, initially put in place on March 19, 2020, advised U.S. citizens to avoid all

County Reports 
Lake 

• As of April 15, 2021, Lake County Public Health received staffing support through the state 

and was able to complete this week's vaccination clinics. Vaccine appointments were 

opened to residents 18+ years with no restrictions.  

• Lake County Public Health continues to experience technical difficulties with MyTurn and is 

developing workarounds.  

• Vaccine hesitancy continues to be of great concern in Lake County.  

• Testing services by OptumServe are continuing and there are no reported issues. Lake 

County Public Health is continuing to work with the state and OptumServe to expand their 

support with vaccinations as well as testing. Isolation and quarantine lodging services are 

continuing; no issues reported. 

Los Angeles 

• Los Angeles County Department of Mental Health Pharmacy Services has been working to 

provide the COVID-19 vaccine to Department of Mental health (DMH) clients. 416 DMH 

clients have been vaccinated as of April 15, 2021. 

San Diego 

• As of April 15, 2021, the T3 Strategy reported that the number of COVID-19 diagnostic tests 

reached a total of 4,485,509 – an increase of 17,942 tests. Thirteen testing sites were open, 

including a walk-in site at the Old Sears Building in Chula Vista. Twenty-four vaccination sites 

were open, including a walk-through site at Rady Children’s Hospital in San Diego. 

San Francisco 

• The Isolation & Quarantine (I&Q) census in hotel and congregate sites is 16 guests (+1 from 

April 13, 2021). Three I&Q hotel sites are now active to support the community with 228 

rooms.  

• Demobilized the Southeast Health Center Federal Communications Commissioin (FCC). The 

testing and vaccination center on site are still active.  

• Planning is underway for demobilization of the Low Accuity Care Center. 

• As of April 13, 2021: 6% of all San Franciscans 16 years or older have received one 

vaccination dose and 38% have completed vaccination.  

• Multiple community testing events continue. 

• Mobile vaccination has been slowed by the Johnson & Johnson (J&J) vaccine pause, but 

continues with other approved vaccines.
